Thomas Still Detiant of Old Foes 


As He Impatiently Awaits Death 


DENVER, 
S. Thomas approached death today as 
he has spent the 84 years of his life— 
defiant of things he considered insin- 
cere or intolerant. 

The former Colorado senator and 
governor—a champion of bimetalism 
while William Jennings Bryan was 
yet a youth—was reported “a little 
better” today at his home here but 
physicians held scant hopes for his 
recovery. 

“My .desire is to die,” he said as 
he pushed away a plate of food prof- 
fered by his daughter. “Why, then, 


should I take food to prolong life?’ 


In his political career he defied or- 
ganized labor, war veterans and presi- 
dents alike. Though a democrat, he 
opposed participation in the League 
of Nations and the Versailles treaty. 
Fifteen years later he ‘termed “un- 
democratic” the wide powers © given 
President Roosevelt, and sought 
through an object lesson to discredit 
the democratic chief executive’s or- 
der against gold hoarding.

IT’S UP TO THE ‘WOMEN 


By Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt

XI1I—Rewards Not Albays in Salary. 


The cost of a real trained nurse is 
very high and often not necessary for 
the patient or beyond the patient's 
means, and that has led to another 
occupation—that of practical nursing. 
For this a woman does not have to 
have the years of training which lie 
behind the registered nurse, but she 
does have to have good common sense 
and experience. 

_QOne of my friends has been a prac- 
tical nurse for old people requiring 
companionship and care for a num- 
ber of years and has, I think, proved 
that this occupation can be. interest- 
ing and helpful and carried on suc- 
cessfully by women of mature years. 
It is particularly satisfactory to find 
work where the age limit can be ex- 
tended a little, as one of the most 
tragic cries today is—what ‘can a 
woman over 45 do? 

Many young girls are also taking 
a shorter training course and becom- 
ing aids to laboratory research work- 
ers. They learn to help in the tests 
and take photographs and do a num- 
ber of things which are useful to men 
and women who are carrying out ex- 
periments and doing research work 
along various lines. I think this is 
only a six months’ or a year’s course 
and they are called technicians, This 
has proved interesting to many young 
girls and women. 

In the field of social work, of 
course, there are innumerable yarie- 
ties of occupations that do nowadays 
require a course of training and very 
frequently a‘college background. But 
there are women still managing day 
nurseries and the housekeeping end 
of settlements who are not college 
trained and not particularly young. 
I am stressing this point because so 
many inquiries come from middle-aged 
wonien as to what still lies open to 
them besides the drudgery of a hotel 
linen-room or a cleaner’s job. 

The social welfare worker who 
makes a name for herself and gets 
some really important enterprise 
started has a most interestin _life. 
Women like Jane Addams, Lillian 
Wald, Mrs. Simkhovitch and Jane 
Hoey, all of whom have been at the 
head of some great movement for so- 
cial welfare, are of course in the very 
top-notch group, but under them and 


doing useful pieces of work in smaller 
fields are innumerable women, women 
in charge of settlements, women in 
city departments, women in county 
work, and each one of them has had 
the satisfaction of feeling that she 
has entered into the lives of in- 
numerable families and left them bet- 
ter off than she found them. 

This must be the compensation for 
some disagreeable experiences, but I 
doubt if there are many dull moments 
for social workers. The problems are 
always new because human beings are 
so variable and whether one is work- 
ing for a church, or an organized as- 
sociation or a branch of the govern- 
ment, the aétual daily contacts are 
with human beings and the variety is 
endiess. 

Of course, many of us hope the ne- 
cessity for much of the work done 
by social welfare workers will disap- 
pear under new ideas of social justice 
which are gradually becoming preva- 
lent.in modern society. All charity 
should have as its objective not only 
the immediate alleviation of distress 
but the future upbuilding of the indi- 
vidual or the family to a point of in- 
dependence so that charity will be 
unnecessary. 

The civilization of Rome came to 
an end because individual citizens 
lost faith in each other, but how can 
there be any lasting faith between in- 
dividuals when members of one group 
are constantly conscious of the fact 
that their life is co conditioned that 
they can neyer hope to leave misery 
behind them, and attain enduring in- 
dependence sufficient to provide them 
with a simple and decent method of 
livelihood? 

Confidence in your fellow citizens 
can only be maintained in a civiliza- 
tion which makes certain standards of 
living possible for each and every in- 
dividual and gives an equal opportu- 
nity to every individual to progress 
as far as his ability and character will 
permit.

‘The Revealing Double. 


Even though a player feels quite 
certain that he can defeat a contract, 
it does not necessarily follow that it 
is a wise course to double for pen- 
alties, The penalty double frequently 
tells too much and suggests to the 
declarer an unusual li of play 
which, without the double, he would 
not have considered.e 


An example of how a very fine 
bridge player took advantage of an 
adverse penalty double to fulfill a 
contract which no other player made, 
occurred in a duplicate game at Green- 
wich, Conn. The holder of the South 
hand was Hugh S. Jackson, well- 
known in New York bridge circles 
as an expert player. The hand was: 

West, dealer. 


North arid south vulnerable. 


Mr. Jackson's opening bid of one 
club was artificial—not the Vander- 
bid, but a system designed to 
show the’ possession of certain vary- 
ing numbers of tricks by bidding one 
club, one diamond, one heart, one 
spade or one no-trump. It did not in 
any way necessarily guarantee a club 
suit, but did show quite a strong hand. 
The subsequent bid of three spades 
was a disclosure of additional strength 
and North's raise to four spades came 
as a matter of course. Mr. Jackson's 
bid of five diamonds was another arti- 
ficial bid in the nature of a slam try, 
and North’s response of five hearts 
was also a cue-bid. The contract 
could have been reached just as read- 
ily by. showing aces in wholesale fash- 
ion, but North and South had located 
all the aces, the slam bid followed as 
a matter of course in view of the high- 
card tricks in Mr. Jackson’s hand and 
the sprinkling of honors held by 
North. 

West really had a right to feel that 
he could double the contract, safely 
for a penalty, holding as he did an 
apparently certain trick in hearts and 
almost beyond question a trick in 
trumps. No doubt, he would have de- 
feated the contract had he been con- 
tent to defeat it undoubled. 

W est’s opening lead was the heart 
king, which was won in dummy with 
the ace. When Mr. Jackson surveyed 
the dummy he could see that he had 
only a remote chance to fulfill his con- 
tract and that if he were to do so, 
e must be especially favored by the 
gods of distribution. That chance de- 
pended upon finding West with four 
trumps, as well as four clubs. East, 
for the success of Mr. Jackson's plan, 
must hold the club jack. 

Thus reasoning, Mr. Jackson led 
from dummy the club ten. East re- 
fused to cover, and the card held the 
trick. He then led the club 9, which

The contest of the bulls and 
bears in the speculative pits of the 
country has been a gambling opera- 
tion, pure and simple, the specu- 
lators watching the turn of every 
card, betting blindly in the hope of 
realizing unearned profits. 

This gambling phase of stock 
market activities has materially re- 
duced the amount of capital avail- 
able for investment in sound and 
promising business. 

The increase in the amount of 
this type of investment money now 
available undoubtedly emphasizes 
the general belief that the measure 
already enacted by both houses of 
congress and to be signed at once 
by the president will prove an ef- 
tective bar to the gambling activi- 
ties of the pasi.

SALVADOR LEADS THE WAY. 
San Salvador, tiny republic of 
Central America, last week became 
the first government to recognize 
the new Japanese-dominated state 
of Manchukuo. Its action 
the first break in the solid front 
of the nations of the world in the 
refusal to grant diplomatic rela- 
tions to the new Asiatic govern- 
ment. 

In view of the small size of Sal- 
vador, it having less than 2,000,- 
000 inhabitants, the action of its 


government in itself is not impor-, 


tant, but as a precursor of similar 
action by other and larger. nations 
it is significant. 

Salvador frankly bases its recoge- 
nition on economic reasons. It 
a one-crop country and its pros- 
perity depends entirely upon the 
amount of coffee it is able to ex- 
port. For the past several years 
‘these exports have been dropping 


rapidiy, chiefly because of import | 


imposed by European 
nations. Resort has been taken, 
therefore, to recognition of Man- 
chukuo in the hope that it will be 
placed in the position of a “‘favored 
nation’ in the coffee-buving by the 
Manchurian state.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—(@®)— 
The trade commission today formally 
charged three leading cottonseed 
crushers’ associations with conspiracy 
to fix and depress prices and block 
competition. 

The associations, said to crush 80 
per cent of the cottonseed throughout 
the south, are the National Cotton- 
seed Products Association, the Texas 
Cottonseed Crushers Association, and 
the Oklahoma Cottonseed Crushers 
Association. 

After stating that the sale of cot- 
tonseed is the only crop in many sec- 
tions trom which the small cotton 
farmer receives any cash return, since 
the cotton crop itself “is usually 
pledged in advance” to pay debts, 
the commission charged that: 

“By means of the agreements, un- 
derstandings, policies and co-operative 
practices respondents have taken away 
from farmers and growers of cotton- 
seed and from independent dealers in 
seed and meal the norma! advantages 
of free competition which formerly ex- 
isted and would otherwise exist be- 
tween and among respondent mills and 
milling companies in the purchase 
of cottonseed and in the sale of cot- 
tonseed meal. 

Selling Foreed. 

“Respondents thereby compelled 
unorganized farmers and dealers to 


sell seed and buy meal at prices and

When bottled for some time 
the mixture forms a gas and might 
blow out a cork if you don’t do it 


this way. 
About Razors. 

Use a razor which is rounded and 
is designed for under-arm use. _ It 
makes it easier not to have accidents, 
and the straight ones are a bit try- 
ing especially if you are a thin per- 
son. 

Never apply anything to stop 
perspiration immediately after shav- 
ing, as you are more than likely to 
have trouble if you do. Don’t forget 
this admonition. Wait till the sec- 
ond day or put it on the night before 
shaving and then wash well to get off 
every bit of it before you apply a 
razor. 

These are all little but 
they make big differences. 

Use a good unscented talcum after 
shaving. I can tell you of a very 
good one. I will also tell you of a 
good liquid to apply three times 
week to stop excessive perspiration 
throughout the summer. The bottle 
has a shaker top to be applied di- 
rectly to the bed. Just the right 
amount of the liquid oozes through 
for one application, so there is no 
waste.

C. P. Goree Jr., director of the Ful- 
ton County Federal Savings & Loan 
Association, interpreting the operation 
of the administration’s new housing 
program as set out in proposed legis- 
lation now before congress, sees in 
the projected statute the opening of 
a new field for the investing public, 
offering absolute safety and a fair re- 
turn for the investor. 


“The most far reaching part of the 
program,” Mr. Goree asserts, “is that 
which guarantees the accounts of in- 
dividuals in such institutions as the 
Fulton County Federal, up to the 
amount of $2,500. Not only does this

“The result will extend far beyond 


the protection to the investor. It 
will mean a building tip of community 
financing of its home mortgages, and 
will provide more local money for 
home mortgages, which can have but 
one result—a lower rate of interest 
to the borrower.” 

The second important phase of the 
proposed legislation, Mr. Goree points 
out, is that providing for loans to 
home owners for alterations, repairs 
and improvements. Thus the individ- 
ual who has had to forego proper up- 
keep of hig home will be able to bor- 
row the necessary money at a fair 
rate of interest. Individual loans 
would be limited to $2,000, which 
would be insured up to 20 per cent 
under the proposed Home Credit In- 
surance Corporation. Provision also 
is made for this corporation to make 
loans to institutions on the security 
of obligations representing loans 
made and insured. 

Mr. Goree states the Fulton County 
Federal, being a member of the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank system, could 
be advanced the money to make these 
loans by the Federal Home Loan bank. 

A further provision for insuring 
mortgages by the Home Credit In- 
surance Corporation is sought to the 
that, to encourage the building 
of new homes, mortgages may be in- 
sured that represent up to 80 per cent 
of the value of the property if built 
after the passage of the act, or up to

After explaining the various parts 
of the proposed legislation and its ap- 
plication as he sees it, Mr. Goree de- 
clared that for the long time _ benefit, 
he is convinced that the principle of 
a financing must be develop- 
ed. 

“It is upon this principle,” he as- 
serts, “that the great system of build- 
ing and loan associations was built, 
now representing $7,750,000,000 on in- 
vestments, which carried its investors 
through the last four years of depress- 
ed real estate values with a maximum 
loss in any one year representing only 
28-100 of one per cent of the money 
invested.”
